He believes, further, that his record will 
prove these Statements to any fair-minded 
person. He was never a drunkard, but 
has signed the Murphy pledge, and is 
thoroughly m the movement. We, tem- 
perance people, have talked about the pre- 
scriptive disposition of the whisky men; 
we have cried out against them. This 
was right; but ;he bumc thing is now at 
work in our own ranks. Some are ma- 
king the signing of the pledge t/te test and 
proufof 
a man's temperacce principles 


and standing. They say unless you sign 
the pledge you are for whisky, and for 
licensing saloons, and against the tem- 
perance movement. This is wrong; it is 
untrue; it is prescriptive, and, Messrs. 
Editors, what your correspondent calls a 
good deal too thin. 


A man's record in the temperance cause 


for ten or twenty years is worth a thou- 
sand times more than his signature to 
any;pledge. 
For illustration, take the 


the name of a gentleman that has lately 
appeared, with some prominence, in con- 
nection with this subject, in the second 
ward, Mr. E. McNabb. He |has always 
been an outspoken and determined oppo- 
nent of the liquor traffic; what is more, 
he has lived that way. It has all the time 
been a matter of principle with hin>.— 
Now, 
what good does it do sue A a man to 


sign a pledge? His record is worth more 
than if he should sign his name upon ev- 
ery half inch of a pledge paper that would 
reach from here to Patagonia. Is the ob- 
ject of this temperance movement to get 
people to sign the pledge, or to make 
temperance people from principle? Sup- 
pose a large number of people in any 
community are liars, (if that be a suppos- 
ttble case), and it is proposed to reform 
them, so that in future they will speak 
the truth, would it be necessary to require 
all truth-speaking persons to sign alpledge 
o the effect that they would not lie in the 
'uture? And, sirs, for men whose record 
ix months ago and for years before, up- 
in this temperance question was any- 
hing but manly and honorable, to be 
-rying out against those whose whole 
Ives have been temperate, "Yoj haven't 
igned the pledge; you are with the 
whisky men! we are against you!" is not, 
o say the least, in very good taste. They 
hould •remember that confidence is a 
ilant of slow growth, and that the time 
o tell (boastfully?) of one's bravery and 
idelity to principle is not when one is go- 
' ug into battle but when one is coming 
out.

CLOSING A PASTORATE. 


Yosterday Rev. Stephen H. Cranberry, 


late rector of St. Johns' Episcopal church, 
in this city, closed his labors with his late 
parish. -The.regular ritual service was 
had in tho morning, which was followed 
by somu very appropriate remarks from 
the retiring rector. He referred to the 
pleasant relations which had existed be- 
tween himself and his parish during his 
stay with them, and also to the kind man- 
ner in which he had boon treated by the 
community generally. 


At the conclusion of these remarks the 


rector said that there was another matter 
which he felt called upon to refer, to 
which he was led to do by an article which 
appeared in the morning Sun of yester- 
day, in which temperance and Christianity 
were represented as being opposed to 
each other. Mr. G. said that in the early 
stages of the temperance movement here 
lie had refrained from taking any part in 
it from the fear that fanatics would step 
in and wield the cause against the bible 
tad the Christian religion; but after some 
months bad''elapsed and nothing of the 
<ind had appeared, he felt it his duty 
to give the weight of his influence to the 
movement, and had recently made an ad- 
dress in advocacyjof temperance. Yester- 
day morning the thing he had feared from 
the first came in the form of the article 
referred to. He wished to bear testimony 
to the falsity of the arguments used in 
said testimony against the bible, and to 
give it as Ma opinion that the article in 
question waa written cither by a man 
whose zeal in the cause of temperance 
had overrun his reason, or by an infidel- 
more probably by the latter. He de- 
nounced the article as an attack upon the 
Christian system, and advised his congre- 
gation that when the temperance move- 
ment arrayed itself against religion to 
stand by the bible and the religion which 
it teaches. 


Mr. G. having closed his public labors 


with his parish, intends to leave for his 
now field on Thursday of this week.

The conr^'house was well filled last 


night on the occasion of the first appear- 
an.ce.itf, Mr. McCullough, the new tem- 
peranc.3 worker, who is to conduct a se- 
ries of meetings at the court house this 
week. Before the meeting opened the 
seats were all occupied, and the standing 
room was well taken. 


Soon after seven o'clock D. L. Bunn, 


Esq., called the meeting to order, and 
gave out the hymn, "All hail the power 
of Jesus'name," which was sung by the 
congregation. 
Prayer was offered by 


Rev. S. MacBurney. 


After singing another song the chair- 


man introduced Mr. McCullough, who 
was received with applause. Upon com- 
ing forward the speaker said that other 
engagements would prevent the appear- 
ance of Mr. Dunrf, his partner, as had 
been expected, and that the responsibility 
of tho work in this campaign would rest 
largely upon himself. He spoke of the 
prediction which had been made in the 
beginning of the great 'temperance work 
that it would not last; he thought the 
crowd which appeared there showed that 
it had lasted here. The speaker referred 
to the work which was accomplished at 
Urbana, at Pekin, and later at Cham- 
paign, where he an.i his colleague had 
labored. At the first named place he said 
the people claimed that no work was 
needed, as they were all Puritans, and 
had a regular New England village, but 
he soon learned that there was work 
enough to do there. He said it would be 
difficult to interest his audience on a sub- 
ject that they had heard discussed night 
after night for several mouths, and he dill 
not propose to talk long.

COMING BACK. 


The telegraphic report that President 


Hayes ha» become disgusted with the 
result of his efforts at conciliation will 
hardly surprise the thoughtful reader.' 
It was not reasonable to look for any- 
thing better than disappointment, and 
there are but few who have been san- 
guine enough to expect any other re- 
sult. It is not yet too late to remedy 
some of the evils which have grown out 
of this mistaken policy, and if President 
Hayes will be as firm in his determina- 
tion to hereafter regard the wishes of 
his friends, as he has apparently been 
in the past to blindly throw himself in- 
to the arms of his enemies, the llepub- 
lican party will rally to his support with 
all their old-time enthusiasm. He will 
find it much more comfortable sailing 
than any he has yet experienced. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The cable brings the report to-day, of 


the occupation of Constantinople by 
the victorious Russians. If this prove 
true it will probably be merely the 
opening of a great struggle among the 
leading powers of Kurope, but whether 
that struggle will be of a military char- 
acter, or whether it will end in diplom- 
acy alone, can only be conjectured. 
With Constantinople in his possession 
the Czar is practically master of the sit- 
uation, and it is not likely that he will 
submit to any terms which do not con- 
tribute in a very considerable degree to 
the aggrandizement of llussia. So long, 
however, as the Bosphorns remains in 
the hands of Alexander, so long will 
England look upon the situation as a 
standing menace to her possessions in 
the East, and until the Kussians are 
dislodged by force, or coaxed away by 
diplomacy, there will be nothing like 
even a temporary peace in Kurope. The 
•end is not yet.

The late pontiff, Giovanni Maria Mas- 


tai Perretti, was born at Sinigaglia, in 
Italy, May 13, 1792; and was therefore 
nearly eighty-six years old at the time 
of his death. He was originally des- 
tined for a military life, but a tendency 
to epilepsy changed his plans, and he 
entered an ecclesiastical school to pre- 
pare for the priesthood. 
After receiv- 


ing holy orders he officiated for a short 
time in Rome, and was then sent to 
South Ameaiou, as an attache of the 
Chilian vicar. Returning to Rome he 
rose rapidly in the church, and in 1829 
was created Archbishop of Spoleto.— 
He was next sent as papal nuncio to 
Naples, and in 1840 was made a cardi- 
nal. 
In 1846, at the death of Pope 


Gregory XVI, Cardinal Mastai Fer- 
retti was elected by acclamation as bis 
successor, and assumed the title by 
which ho has since been known. 
His 


first act was to grant an amnesty to all 
thosie who had incurred the papal dis- 
pleasure under the pontificate of his 
predecessor, with the hope of establish- 
ing his government on a firm basis.— 
This, however, had the effect to call 
together in the Roman states a body of 
men who bad suffered temporary ban- 
ishment under Gregory, and these, nat- 
urally dissatisfied with the existing order 
of things, were ripe for any revolt that 
might promise success. The revolution 
of 1848 which swept over Europe found 
in the papal states abundant material 
for its uses, and Rome became 
the 


theatre of scenes which shook the papal 
throne as it had never been shaken be- 
fore. 
The pope was driven to confine 


himself as a prisoner in the Quirinal, 
and afterwards he fled to Gaeta, a 
Neapolitan village 
not far from the 


Roman frontier. 
Here he remained 


during the, existence of the Roman 
republic, (which was proclaimed after 
his departure) and in response to his 
letter of remonstrance Louis Napoleon 
sent a French expedition to recapture 
the holy city, in 1849, which was ac- 
complished after a siege of thirty days, 
and the papal government was re-estab- 
lished, to be held up for the time being 
by French bayonets. Pius Ninth, how- 
ever, did not return until 1850, and

then ouly to find a state of affairs exist- 
ing which he could in no way control. 
He could only protest against the pelit- 
ical rebellion of his subjects, and devote 
his attention to ecclesiastical affairs. 


Among the most prominent of hi: 


acts was the issuing of a decree an- 
nouncing the dogma of the Immaculate 
Conception, in 1854, and the convoca- 
tion of 
the (Ecumenical Council ol 


1869. which proclr-imed the doctrine ot 
infallibility. 


In 1870 the people t>f the Ho man 


states voted in favor of annexation (o 
the kingdom of [taly. and the pope was 
thus shorn of almost every vestige of 
temporal power. 
He was permitted by 


King Victor Emmanuel to take up his 
residence in the Leonine city—'lint inn t 
of Home which adjoins the i-Smii'li (if* 
St. Peter—and the catholic world has 
since laken a mournful pleasure in refer- 
ring to him as '-the prisoner of the 
Vatican." 


The character of Pio Nono, as it now 


appears, was such as to gain for him 
the sympathy and respect of all people 
—whether catholic or protestant. Mild, 
kind, generous and forgiving, he won 
the hearts of all with whom he came in 
contact, and established for himself a 
warm place in the affections oi; all. 


A council has already been called to 


name a successor to the late pontiff. 


''RroioRS of wars" again reach us 


from Central America. 
It is only a 


short time ago since the conflict be- 
tween G-uataroala and San Salvador was 
brought to a peaceable conclusion. 
The 


intriguing politicians and priests are 
again at work stirring up fresh jealous- 
ies and general discontent among the 
several little republics, and all of them 
are reinforcing their armies and pur- 
chasing war materials, preparatory to 
an anticipated general war. San Salva- 
dor is expected to open the ball, ere 
long, by an effort to strike a blow for 
revenge against Guatemala. Once re- 
opened, it is believed the conflict will 
extend to Costa Rica, Nicaragua and 
Honduras. 
There is no peace for any 


of the Spanish-American countries, and 
will not be so long as they continue to 
be ridden by a selfish and fanatical 
priesthood, and to be the easy dupes of 
reckless political and military refugees 
and adventurers from other countries.

In times like these, when so many 


rumors are floating through the country, 
knrill'be< well .for*, all to 'exereis* -cau- 
tion, and not add fuel to the flames.— 
Mere idle reports should net'be'retailed. 
If a rumor comes to a person, let him 
investigate in regard to its truth before 
sending it along on its journey. It is 
easy to talk an£ man down, if he is in 
any way involved; where he would be 
able to get through, meet all his obliga- 
tions and have property left for himself, 
if his creditors should not get excited. 


Let every one bear in mind that it 


will be best to keep cool, and not to 
push collections. A creditor can easily 
push 'a debtor to the wall, ruin him 
financially, and then not realize as 
much on his claim as if he had allowed 
his debtor to work his way out. In 
times like these, property put up at a 
forced sale goes for a song, and it is for 
the interest of both creditor and debtor 
to avoid all such. This thing can not 
always last. The darkest time is just 
before the break of day. 


Therefore, we say, don't harass your 


debtors: keep cool; buoy up confidence; 
bear in mind that pushing a creditor to 
the wall means the partial or total loss 
of your claim, and that showing clem- 
ency to him can not result worse. 
The 


times are bad, but not so bad as many 
think. 
Every one feels the failure of

the Times says, "a small detachment of 
yeomen of the guard march up West- 
minster hall to search the vaults beneath 
both houses, lest another Guy Fawkes 
should lurk there, aided by the new ap- 
pliances placed at his disposal by mod- 
ern chemistry. 
The beef-caters wear 


the ancient dress assigned to the corps 
by Henry VIII. a scarlet eoiit of a 
peculiar make reaching down to the 
knees, guarded with black velvet, and 
badges on the coat before and behind. 
Their breeches arc also scarlet guarded 
with black velvet, and instead of hats 
they wear black velvet caps, round and 
broad-crowned, with ribbons of the 
Queen's color. 
The corps was institut- 


ed by Henry VII., in 1485, nearly 200 
years before any other regiment that is 
now in existence was raised ; it wa«, in 
fact, the only standing force in the 
kingdom, with the exception of the hon- 
orable corps of gentlemen-at-arms. The 
men are selected for gallantry or good 
conduct from the non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the army.''

rally awakens an interest, not only with 
respect to his successor, but as to the 
mode that his successor is to be chosen.

Nicholas if vested the choice in the 
college of cardinals. 
According 
to 


Chambers' Cyclopedia, this college pro- 
vides for a representation ol all the an- 
cient electoral bodies-the 
cardinal 


bishops representing the bishops ot the 
Roman synod, the cardinal priests rep- 
resenting the parish clergy, and the 
cardinal deacons representing the popu- 
lar electoral districts of Rome. 


Preparatory to an election the cardi- 


nals are shut up in what is called "the 
conclave," and all outside communica- 
tion with the world is cut off. A two- 
thirds vote is necessary for a choice.— 
Voting by proxy is not allowed. 


There are four modes of choosing a 


p0pe_by ."scrutiny," by "access," by 
"compromise" and by "inspiration. —- 
Twice each day the cardinals deposit in 
a chalice placed on the altar each a 
ballot bearing the name of his choice. 
If there be no choice, the ballots are 
burned, and the smoke escaping to the 
outside announces to "he waiting popu- 
lace that no election has taken place. 
This is called election by "scrutiny." 
If votes be added to any candidate, so 
as to give him the requisite two-thirds 
it is called election by "acces"." 
It 


amounts to pretty much the same thing 
as the election of a candidate at' one of 
our American political conventions, by 
the changing of votes before announce- 
ment of the ballot, so as to give the 
higher candidate the requisite number 
for his nomination. 
If any two fac- 


tions, finding they cannot force a choice 
for their own candidate, join forces and 
select a pope, it is called election by 
"compromise." 
Where there is but one 


prominent candidate, and he is chosen 
by acclamation, this is called election 
by "inspiration." 
It was in this way 


that the deceased Pope Pius IX. was 
chosen. 


Long usage lias rather established 


the fact that"the Pope must be an Ital- 
ian and of mature age. 
After the elec- 


tion, the fortunate candidate is enthron- 
ed, enters upon the possession of his 
see. and finally is solemnly crowned.— 
The ceremony of consecration is said to 
be very splendid and deeply impressive.

APPELLATE COURTS. 


It has generally been stated that the 


supreme court has affirmed the validity 
of the appellate court law. The Spring- 
field Journal says: 


•'A number of papers and sundry news- 


paper correspondents commit the error of 
confounding the circuit court act of last 
seshion,"svhich is the one declared consti- 
tutional by the supreme court, with the 
appellate court act, which is an entirely 
separate and distinct law, and upon which 
the court has not yet rendered any deci- 
sion. The two acts have no necessary 
connection, except that the increase in 
the number of circuit judges in the cir- 
cuit court act rendered it possible to as- 
sign a part of them to appellate court du- 
ty under the law authorizing the creation 
of the latter court.

iropound conundrums like this : "For 
why you put on one side tea or sugar, 
and on the other side a little bit of 
ron ? We don't know what medicine 
hat is; but, look here, put on OOP side 
f that thing that swings a bag of peni- 
aican, and put on the other side blan- 
•cets and tea and sugar, and then, when 
he two sides stop swinging, you take 
he pemmican and we will take, the 
'lankets and tea ; that will be fair, for 
ine side will be as big as the other.' 


"This very luminous idea elicits uni- 


versal satisfaction all around. Every 
Indian of them all grunts his unquali- 
ied approval, until the trader quietly 
observes : 'Well, let it be as you say. 
We will make the balance swing level 
jetween the pemmican and the blan- 
;ets, but we will carry out the idea still 
'urther. 
You will put your beaver and 


narten skins on one side, I will put 
against them on the other my blankets, 
and my gun and ball and powder ; then, 
when both sides are level you will take 
the ball and powder and blankets, and I 
will take the marten and the rest of the 
ine furs !" 
This unique proposition 


suddenly illumines the mind of the in- 
genuous Indian on the question of 
weighing-balances and steelyards, and 
after some deliberation it is firmly re- 
solved to abide by the old plan of letting 
the white trader decide the weight him- 
self in his own way ; for it is clear that 
the steelyard is u very great medicine 
which no brave man can understand, 
and which can only be manipulated by 
a white medicine-man."

cannot dispute the claim. 
A statement 


is going the rounds of the state press, 
emanating from Urbana, that while the 
assessed value of the real estate of that 
county amounts to $11,300,000 (about 
one-fourth the actual value), there are 
recorded mortgages on those lands to 
the amount of six millions. 
It ia fur- 


ther said that each acre of land in Cham- 
paign pays taxes of about $1.60, and 
that these taxes amount to $22 50 for 
each man, woman and child in tho 
county. 


It would seem from this that the 


people of Champaign are pretty badly 
off, but we belong to that incredulous 
class who do not believe more than 
half they hear. 
Undoubtedly the peo- 


ple over in Champaign are distressingly 
hard up. They have borrowed heavily 
in order to make improvements, and foi 
the last four years have suffered very 
nearly a total loss of cropg; but one 
good year will go far towards bringing 
them out of their troubles. 
There are 


a great many farmers over there as well 
as elsewhere, who arc endeavoring to 
cultivate too much Kind. 
If such peo- 


ple would only sell off half their acres 
and get out of debt, they would stil' 
have quite enough to cultivate and cul- 
tivate well.

ble land, free from 
incumbrance, is 


worth more to an Illinois farmer than 
a whole section when it takes al! he 
can raise to pay the interest on what 
he owes on it.

Philadelphia North American.

urks. The war began at once, for ten 
aja later Russia declared her intention 


occupying Bulgaria as a guaranty 


hat the Turkish reforms would be car- 


ried out, and on the 23d of March, three 


ays later, Russian troops crossed the 
>ruth into Roumania. 
Three days 


ater was fought the first engagement of 
be war near Batoum, and the Russians 
ere repulsed. Thus Russia went into 
be conflict, single-handed and without 
ope of intervention by any of the 
ther powers. On May 21st, Roumania 
iroclaimed for independence, and de- 
lared war against Turkey. On June 
2d, 23d and 26th, the Russians crossed 
he Danube at three places, and on July 
6th were in the Balkans, where they 
ook complete possession of the Shipka 


. On the 30th and 31st came the 


great battle of Plevna, which was a 
lisastrous defeat for the Russians, and 
ost them 20,000 men. In the latter 
jart of August they were driven out of 
he Shipka Pass, and the history of the 
war becomes almost a blank, until No- 
•ember 18, when Kars 
surrendered 


with 300 guns and 10,000 prisoners.— 
Phis was the first great success of the 
:ampaigu, which, up to that time, had 
cost 71,000 lives. Meanwhile Osman 
3asha had been shut up in Plevna 
since the victory of July, and he sur- 
rendered unconditionally on December 
)th, his army having suffered terribly. 
Phis was the deathblow to Turkish 
lopes, and all danger being over, Servia 
declared her independence, and proceed- 
ed to wage war on Turkey. 
The peace 


negotiations were begun soon after, but 
jefore they were concluded General 
jourko had completely routed Sulei- 
man Pasha in a three days'engagement, 
Beginning on the 15th.

Th< 
executors say: "These notes have no 
been collected for the reason that we 
have been unable to collect the same.

THE NEW PENSION BILL. 


THE BIBBON MOYEHENTS. 


The house committee on pensions has 


Completed its consideration of the pen- 
ion bill, which has been occupying its 
attention for some time past. The bill 
irovides that all pensions on account of 
leath, wounds received, or disease con- 
racted sinoe March C, 1861, and which 
lave been granted or shall be granted, 
on application filed previous to January 
I, 1380, shall commence from the date 
of death or discharge from the service 
of the United States. 
The practice, 


erctofore, has been to pay pensions 


only from the time the application was 
granted. 
The most important feature 


of the bill is one authorizing the secre- 
tary of the interior to restore to the 
pension rolls the names of all invalid 
pensioners now living who were stricken 
therefrom on account of disloyalty, and 
to pay them pensions from tho 25th of 
December, 1368. at the rate to which 
they would have been entitled had they 
not been stricken from the rolls. Sec- 
tion 4.716 of the Revised Statues is 
amended so that no payment will be 
made on account of any pension previ 
ous to December 25, 1868, nor to the 
representative of any person not alivaat 
the date of the passage of this act.

L City That Has Been Besieged Twenty- 


three Times and Taken Six Times. 


A Constantinople correspondent says: 


The defense of Constantinople is hard- 
y worth talking about. There is a 
idge of heights fifteen miles to the 
wrth of the city that stretches over a 
ine of seventeen miles from a point 
iear the Black sea to the Sea of Mar- 
mora. 
Some batteries and other works 


lave been erected on them, cannon 
nounted and ditches dug. Even if 
hey were as formidable us they ought 
o be we have no army to hold them.— 
lasty levies of citizens cannot be de- 
pended upon. 
The Russians would 


larry them at any event, and would 
jush for the heights of Daoud Pasha 
ind the plateau behind Cassim Pashn. 
These positions overlook all Stamboul, 
and from them a plunging fire could be 
lirected into it that in a few hours 
would render it untenable. 
The Cru- 


aders and Mohammed [I. brought the 
Jreeks to terms by the heavy cannona- 
ling they kept up upon them from these 
commanding elevations.

;ive the Russians trouble. 
The fact 


:hat the city cannot stand a siege is 
doubtless the reason why an effort is 
>eing made to bring the Russians to a 
lalt by the armistice. 


"Constantinople has undergone more- 


ieges than any other city in the world, 
it has been besieged twenty-three times: 
LVicc by the ancient Greeks; thrice by 
lie Roman Emperors; once by the Lat- 
ns, the Persians, the Avarcs, the Slavs, 
and by one of ils dethroned sovereigns, 
Vlichacl Paleologus; twice by the Bul- 
jarians; once by Byzantine rebels; seven 
imes by the Arabs, and three times by 
,he Turks. It was tuken but six times: 
3y Alcibiades, the Roman Emperors 
Septimus, Severus and Constantino, the 
Doge Dancolo and Count Baldwin, the 
Sinperor Michael Paleologus and Mo- 
lammed II. 


'in 672, under Constantino II., it was 


jesicged for seven years by the Arabs. 
They made the surrounding country a 
desert, uprooting trees, leveling villag- 
;s and habitations, and converting the 
flourishing environs into waste. 
Then 


came the Crusaders, in 1204. The 
devastation committed by the French 
and Venetian champions of the cross 
exceeded even that of the Arabs. They 
burned the richest and largest quarter 
of the city, and inflicted fcuch a blow on 
it that it never recovered its former 
wealth and prosperity. 
They profaned 


the Cathedral of St. Sophia, broke into 
the tombs of the Byzantine Emperorf, 
dragged out their^keletons and scatter- 
ed their bones in the streets. They 
fired the public libraries, ridiculed the- 
Greek religion by decking their horses 
with the vestments of the clergy, and 
their heads with the pontifical tiaras. 


"Were it not for the incomparable 


beauty and advantages of its situation, 
Constantinople could never have risen 
again from its ashes and survived such 
terriblejcal amities. 


"What now is most to be apprehend- 


ed is that if the conditions of peace 
prove very hard, and the sultan ii 
obliged to cede a large extent of terri- 
tory to the Russians, tho partisans of 
the deposed Murad may attempt a rev- 
olution and the dethronement of Abdul 
Hamid. It is easy by methods often 
practiced in Ottoman history to put a 
reigning sultan out of tho way. 
His 


own servitors may strangle or poison 
him, 
or his guards betray him. There 


has not been an hour since tho present 
sultan was on the throne that plots have 
not been devised to open the way to a 
successor. 
Not long ago thirty or more 


of Murad's body servants were seized 
in the Palace of Tchirigan in the dead 
of night and strangled on suspicion of 
conspiring for his restoration to power. 
The court partly is deservedly unpopu- 
lar. 
Damid Pasha, the brother-in-law 


of the sultan, has marred the plans of 
the wisest generals, has pilfered right 
and left and obtained such complete 
control of the sultan that His Majesty 
is no longer master of himself."

by grand jury indictment in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, or by war- 
rant before the county judge or justice 
of the peace in the county where the 
offense is committed; and the license 
of any guilty party shall also be deemed 
as forfeited. 
In addition to the fine, 


the seller, together with the sureties on 
his bond, is liable to a civil action for 
damages by the wife, father, mother or 
child of the inebriate person to whom 
liquor has been sold.

THE SMAIt BOND BILL. 


Congress has a measure now before it 


which, if passed, will do more to uphold 
our natioaal credit than sill the devices 
urged upon the country by eastern 
bondholders and capitalists. We have 
reference to the bill authorizing the 
issue of bonds of small denominations, 
to be taken by the people—by working- 
men and mechanics and others who 
have small amounts which they wish to 
lay by for a rainy day. These bonds 
will no doubt interfere seriously with 
the savings banks. People who have 
heretofore placed their little earnings in 
these institutions, will, if the bill be- 
comes a law, prefer to intrust their 
money with Uncle Sam, even if the in- 
terest be low. 


It is not a little remarkable that 


when the matter of the national credit 
is discussed, only people of large means 
have considered themselves interested. 
In order to be a creditor of the govern- 
ment, a man must be possessed of capi- 
tal worth speaking of. These men have 
always talked as if the maintenance of 
the national oredit was a subject of im- 
mense importance, niid that the respon- 
sibility rested alone on them. Common 
people had no inteiest. 
Common peo- 


ple were not to be consulted. The 
working men and mechanics hud no 
roice in such a momentous concern.— 
Hence the government must listen onl; 
to their advice, and heed only thei 
commands

large means are heard croaking abou1 


the evils that will result to our nationa" 
credit in case silver shall be retnonet 
iifed. 
Remonetization is an assurec 


fact, and if the issue of small bonds bj 
the government shall be authorized 
there will be a class of government 
creditors created who will put it wholly 
beyond the power of anybody to injure 
the national credit 
If Europe wants 


to send our bonds home, there will be 
found plenty of common people who wil 
take them off their hands. But these 
bonds should bear a greater than 3-65 
per cent i'ltereat. They at least ought 
to be as high as four per cent, unless 
they are made interconvertible at the 
pleasure of the holder—l'tt>r!a Trnn-

HOW MUCH TO EAT. 


An English Physician's Precepts upon 


tup Time and Amount of Meals. 


From aPupei l>) Dr. Wilson. 


For the active, out-door laborer anc 


artisan, an early breakfast before work 
a mid-day dinner, with an interval ol 
rest, and supper after the day's work is 
over, have long been proved to be the 
moat conducive to health. 
For the 


business man, a later breakfast, a mid,- 
day luncheon and a late dinner after the 
day's work is over, is the best arrange- 
ment, 
Kor literary men who write 


more iu the evening than during the 
day, an parly dinner and a light suppei 
will be found to be tho most advantage- 
ous for steady work. Idlers, to enjoy 
life, i'f they possibly can, should dine 
early if they intend to spend the even 
ing at theatres and tlie like; but ii 
they accept dinner invitations freely 
they should be very careful not to eat 
too much at the mfd-day meal. 
The 


breakfast hour should be determined, in 
great measure, by the hour of rising, 
but in any case food should be partaken 
of before the material business of the 
day is commended. Those who like to 
take a "constitutional" before break- 
fast would find their appetite whetted 
and their walk made all the more en- 
joyable if they, took a little milk, or 
ca/e-au-latt, with bread or biscuit be- 
fore starting. Work done before break- 
fast is always irksome and fatiguing, 
and on that account is very likely to be 
badly done. The last meal should be 
sufficiently late for the whole not to be 
absorbed before retiring to rest. To a 
person in health three meals a day ought 
to be quite sufficient, and the practice 
of continually "taking something" is 
sure to bring on indigestion.

A WOUNDBD SoLDnm.—Mr. Thomas 


Herwood, a discharged soldier from the 
7th U. 8. Cavalry, is in the city, and is in 
consultation with C. H. Fuller, Esq., with 
reference to his pension papers, which he 
is getting done in due form to send on to 
Washington. Mr. H. was in the sen-ice 
two years, and was, severely wounded in 
the Bear Paw mountain battle in Montana 
territory, which took place on the 30lh of 
September. In this fight our forces, to 
the number of about two hundred, en- 
countered an equal number of the Ne7- 
perces tribe of Indians. The i: S. forces 
surrounded the enemy and held them 
until Oct. 5th, when they surrendered.— 
Our boys lost 25 men killed, and had 
nboul 40 wounded. Mr. H. brings with 
him the highest recommendations as t 
brave and gallant soldier, and we pro 
sumehcwill haye no trouble iii getting 
the pension which he has merited by hi 
bravery. 


"The oldest inhabitant'' does not re- 


aember a winter that began so favora- 
bly as the present one. To plow on the 
iast day of the year, with the weather 
like that of May, while the cows are 
pasturing on the meadows, for the East- 
ern and Northern States, is something 
remarkable. 
Fortunately, there has 


been little harm done by the extraordi- 
nary mildness of the early winter, and 
much of the spring work has been put 
in a forward state. Thisis a great help; 
a farmer unless he can be ahead of his 
work, must labor under many disadvan- 
tages. 
Of all men, the farmer most 


lives for and works for the future. 
He 


plows and sows months before he reaps. 
His young stock always appear to him 
as the future matured animals, and it is 
of these that he thinks, and not tho 
young creature which he feeds and 
nurses. 
He must plan for years ahead; 


when he breaks up a sod he has in his 
mind's eye the field again in grass five 
or six years hence, and the work of all 
those years is to insure a good meadow 
then. No man needs to be more patient 
than he, nor to wait more cheerfully for 
good or ill, he knows not which, that 
may befall him. 
And now that winter 


seems hardly to have bcgufn, we are al- 
ready unvious about the spring, which 
will be at hand in a month, and planning 
what ehall be done about this or that. 
The management of properly-regulated 
farms should be planned, once for all. 
There should be no changes, except 
those regularly recurring which arrive 
year by year, and which follow one 
another as orderly as the changes of the 
seasons. 
The great fault of American 


farming is this 
constant desire for 


change. 
We change our farms as we 


change the fashion of our coats. 
We 


rarely think of them as homes which 
our children shall occupy after us. It is 
the same with our stock, crops and 
manner of fanning. 
As the fashion 


comes up, or any new thing or idea is 
talked about, we cast aside, or leave the 
old and take up the new. 
We do "not 


take time to learn the valut of what we 
have, or that there is good in every- 
thing, if we only persevere and bring it 


out. 
We take up dairying, for instance, 


trying nil the popular breeds of cows, 
and leave that to take up hops, tobacco 
or fruiti. 
Then we go to grain growing, 


and finally begin to think the West or 
the South, or orange growing in Florida, 
is more desirable, and try to sell out; in 
the meantime we give rio heart to our 
business, and that necessarily lano-uish- 
es. There are many exceptions, but 
this is a rule. 
We hear it talked over 


wherever farmers gather, and read of it 
in reports of farmer's clubs and conven- 
tions. This is unprofitable. The farm- 
er should be conservative, steady, pa- 
tient, perservering and contented if he 
would be a successful and happy man. 
While the whole world depends upon 
him for food and clothing, he can never 
fail to have profitable employment, or 
find a market for his crops. The best 
fanners are those who discover what 
their farms are best fitted for, what they 
can do best, and persevere in that— 
year by year becoming more proficient, 
more experienced and more successful. 
—American Agriculturist.

pressure of 25 pounds per square inch. 


70 gallons were discharged through u 


three-fourth inch nozzle in one minute, 
with a pressure of 25 pounds per square 
inch 


The number of pounds of steam re- 


quired would depend on the number of 
apertures opened at the same time, but 
we never run with over 80 pounds of 
steam under any circumstances, and our 
ordinary pressure of steam is 40 pounds— 
and of water (on old square) 85 pounds.

THOSE APPLES. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN :—As I do not 


wish to be considered the meanest man 
in town, especially by those who do not 
personally know me, I wish to.explain 
about the two dollars charged one of my 
neighbors of the second ward for a couple 
of apples—as he or his friends for elec- 
tioneering purposes reported; but for an 
indefinite number of bags full, as others 
understand it. 


It was in this wise, so far as I know of 


my own personal knowledge : The City 
of Decatur owns the right of way (pur- 
chased from Dr. King) for drainage pur 
poses, through my forty acre orchard.— 
The street supervisor had a gang of men 
—six to ten—working on a ditch in and 
adjacent to the orchard for several days 
As at least one of the men continued to go- 
through my hedge fence and make free 
with all parts of the orchaff, after baring 
been requested by my boys not to do so, 
I went to the gang in person, and repeat- 
ed the request, at the same tim« making 
them welcome to all the apples they 
wanted to eat, and their pockets full to 
carry home to their children; they vrere 
also made welcome to all tbe cider they 
wanted to drink, and I instructed my son 
Frank to gather a half-bushel basket full 
of the nicest eating apples in the orchard, 
every day, and carry them to tbe men, 
and see that they had plenty. With one 
exception, they were all gentlemanly 
enough to let my premises alone. To 
protect the few hundred bushels of applet) 
in my orchard, I was compelled, however, 
to call to my aid a special policeman, 
who made several arrests of parties for 
climbing over and breaking down my 
nicely-trimmed hedge to steal apples, in 
stead of coming lo the house and getting 
them for the asking, as they had been re 
l>eatedly invited through the press and in 
person; and among those who had been 
invited by myself ia person came the gen- 
tleman of the two dollars, for the two ap- 
ples grievance, and was arrested. I think 
I ought lo have made him pay five dollars, 
as first proposed, on discovering that he 
had been thus invited and specially re- 
quested to keep away from my hedge; but 
in consideration of his being a laboring 
man he was allowed to goon payment, 
of the policeman's fee of $8.00—or 
rather, I gave him the option to pay 
that amount or go before a Justice of the 
Peace and have the matter there settled 
in accordance with the law made and 
provided for that class of thieves. And 
had it not been for a desire to save him 
and his worthy wife, (who has been heard 
to warn'him of the danger of his ways) I 
should have sent him there anyhow. For 
the same kind reason I now suppress his 
name, hoping that by honest industry, the 
keeping of good company and listening to 
the wise counsels of a good wife, he will 
become a trusted and good neighbor.

A bull left 
by Pius IX. authorizes tho Cardinals to 
deviate from the established procedure, 
but does not prescribe any special new 
rules. The public were admitted to St. 
Peter's, to view the remains of the Pope 
.it 6.30 this morning. The crowd was 
tremendous and many women fainted. 
A company of soldiers had to enter the 
Church to regulate tho passage of the 
crowd. 


The body, arrayed in pontifical robes, 


lies on a crimson bed, at each corner of 
which stands a member of the noble 
guard, with a drawn sword. The bed 
is surrounded by twelve large candele- 
bras, and tho body is so placed that the 
feet of deceased arc outside the altar 
rails, in order that tho faithful may kiss 
them. 
The face is calm and unchanged 


by death. 


The Kefornui 
states the Conclave 


will last a long time. At one of the 
next congregations, Cardinals will con- 
nider the question of allowing absent 
Cardinals to telegraph their votes. The 
lieforma also states Mgr. Lasagni, act- 
ing Papal Secretary of State, has sent a 
note to Nuncios, protesting against any 
power exercising veto, and stating that 
perfect tranquility and independence 
are assured to the Conclave in Rome. 
The Italian Government has ordered 
eight additional battalions to Rome.
